either for a test or by real threat from enemy forces; 

b. Whenever between sunset and sunrise, an air raid alarm 
has been sounded. The blackout shall continue until the all 
clear signal has been given. 

II. During a Blackout: 

a. All inside lights of residential and commercial buildings 
must be extinguished or so shielded as to be invisible from the 
outside. All outside lights including illuminated outdoor signs 
must be extinguished. All lights near an outside door must be 
screened so that no light or reflected light is visible when the 
door is opened. Lights must be turned off immediately if black- 
out effect is destroyed by broken windows. It is the responsi- 
bility of the occupants of buildings and the owners of outdoor 
signs ;o see that these regulations are strictly observed. 

b. Factories and Industrial premises in addition to the 
above must prevent emission of direct or reflected light from 
buildings, but no plant doing authorized defense work shall be 

jcequjred to stop production. All outside lighting must be ex- 
tinguished. 

c. Special attention must be given to blacking out roof 
openings and skylights. 

d. Motor car lights may be used only when screened and 
hooded or masked to the satisfaction of the police. During an 
air raid all automobiles, excepting emergency vehicles with satis- 
factory masked lights and on official defense business, must be 
parked legally at the side of the road and all lights extinguished 
so that the highways shall be unobstructed for emergency traffic. 

e. Flash lights or other portable lights may be used only 
when properly obscured, and then only for short periods. Such 
lights must never be pointed upwards or against a reflecting 
surface. The lighting of matches and smoking in open are pro- 
hibited. 

f. If circumstances require you to be out of doors: 

1. Be sure to display prominently some white colored 
article such as white shirt, white handkerchief. Luminous 
reflecting discs may be used for belt buckles, lapel and hat 
ornaments. 

2. When traffic signal lights are out, do not cross the 
street unnecessarily. 

3. If you wish to hail a bus, taxi or other vehicle, do 
so from the side of the road.

Tells How Women 
Can Aid Defense 

Professor Speaks at 
Meeting in Narberth 
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a. Preparations by ail residents to completely blackout all 
buildings for which they are responsible. 

b. Instructions, by the owners of all buildings to the occu- 
pants of the same, on the matters contained in these regulations 
for blackouts and also as to the character of air raid alarms. 

c. Tests by the occupants, as well as by the owners of all 
buildings, of the arrangements made for the complete blackout 
of all buildings and oth6r structures on every part of the premises 
for which they are responsible. This applies also to Refuge 
Room preparations. 

d. Whenever a building is left unattended at night, all 
lights Inside and outside must be extinguished, including store 
fronts and illuminated signs, unless arrangements have been made 
for the installation and operation of a convenient and clearly 
marked outside switch controlling the lights, approved by the 
Chief Air Raid Warden of the Township. 

IV. Suggestions for Carrying Out Above Regulations: 

a. The screening of light may be accomplished by using 
dark blinds, thick curtains, special screens or other heavy ma- 
terials. Ordinary window shades and Venetian blinds do not 
blackout one hundred percent of the light. Glazed openings" 
may be covered with paint on the outside and paper and other 
materials pasted on trie inside. Examine your house from the 
outside to see that absolutely no light is showing. 

b. Strong blinds, blankets, curtains, etc., serve to mini- 
mize danger from glass shattered by the explosion of bombs. 

c. Windows, glazed walls, etc., of workshops, garages, 
stores, and shops, whether opening into the street or interior 
yards should be masked and special attention given to roof 
openings such as skylights. 

d. Aluminum painted water locations, tanks, bridges, mar- 
ble, other light colored structures, and reflecting surfaces of all 
kinds should be painted or treated to produce a dark matt surface 
on the outside. 

e. It is desirable to fasten inside doors open and to keep 
open a few windows, preferably on the second or upper floors, 
several inches during air raids to insure circulation of air and 
prevent shattering. Experience shows a large proportion of 
personal injuries are caused by flying glass splinters. In no case

"46.238 is still a goodly number of 
books, however," Miss Follette as- 
serted. "The decrease \ca%not yet 
be considered alarming. ^Compared 
with the other nine years in the 
last decade, 1941 stands Aout half- 
way between top and bottom figures. 
"The kind of library service has 
not changed, though the amount 
has," Miss Follette stated, . pointing 
to the enthusiastic response to the 
annual Travel Club (summer read- 
ing program for children) and the 
Spring Book Parade, held to dis- 
continue. There are those who have 
retired from active life and depend 
on the library for recreational read- 
ing. Others, still active, find time 
for reading in spite of increased ac- 
tivities. Self-education of adults 
continues. Public libraries have 
been chosen by the government of 
the United States as a center for 
the dispensing of information re- 
garding National Defense, and they 
have been designated for the gath- 
ering of books to be sent to army 
camps and the navy under the Vic- 
tory Book Campaign. The Public 
Library is truly an American insti- 
tution."

Citizens Are Given 
General Instructions 

Orders for the observance of 
blackout regulations next Tuesday 
from 10:30 to 10:45 p. m. were issued 
this week by local defense authori- 
ties. 

The regulations being observed in 
the entire Philadelphia area in- 
cludes the suburban municipalities 
ot Haverford and Lower Merion 
Townships and Narberth Borough. 

In Haverford Township the order 
for the blackout came from Super- 
intendent of Police Samuel Siegle 
who is also chairman of the local 
defense council; in Lower Merion 
Township from Superintendent of 
Police Samuel Gearhart and in Nar- 
berth Borough from Burgess Rich- 
ard L. Miller, who has police powers. 

Air raid signals, as signified In 
local defense bulletins, will be 
sounded for the blackout in the 
three municipalities. 

All air raid wardens and other 
defense officials and workers will 
i be at their post of duty. During the 
| 15 minutes period from 10:30 to 
10:45 p. m. on Tuesday, February 3, 
all citizens must comply with all 
regulations previously announced 
and set forth in ordinances passed 
by the municipalities. 

All defense authorities of these 
municipalities cautioned that failure 
to observe blackout regulations 
would result in a heavy fine. 

The following general instructions 
for observing the blackout were is- 
sued by local defense authorities: 

"Motor vehicles should Immed- 
iately pull over to the right and 
park. During the entire blackout 
period, one traffic lane shall be\ 
maintained for the use of emergen? '

Beyond the crime-and-punishment concept, beyond the idea 
of moral guilt, there are considerations of the safety of society. 
An Individual may have had a bad break; mentally and morally 
he may not be responsible for his actions. Yet that doesn't mean 
it Is $afe to turn him loose until the kinks and defects in his 
Character have been straightened out. 

We know Leeds stole; that he was utterly undisciplined; 
that he escaped from Glen Mills; that he ran away when he was 
suspected of the .Media murder; that he attacked a witness dur- 
ing the investigation and attacked a policeman during the trial. 

The Court was right in holding him after the acquittal, al- 
though it's hard to see how he can be found guilty of robbing 
Mrs. Watson on the same evidence that failed once to place 
him anywhere near the murder scene. 

But there ought to be broad powers under which incorrigi- 
bles can be placed in institutions of real security against escape 
until they become socially disciplined human beings. 

Jackie Leeds may not be a murderer. But neither is he a 
harmless child.

To make it easier for taxpayers to 
meet the increased taxes required 
by the National Defense Program. 
the Treasury Department is offer- 
ing for sale two series of nous, both 
dated August 1. 1941, and maturing 
August 1. 1943. 

In January of each year two new 
series will be provided so Uiat a 
taxpayer can always purchase notes 
during the entire year m which he 
is receiving his income for use in 
payment of taxes due the following 
year. The reason for the two-year 
note is to permit a taxpayer, if he 
so desires, to begin saving in Jan- 
uary of one year and continue 
through that year to save for his 
taxes due the following year. 

All notes are sold at par and 
accrued interest. When presented 
in payment ol income taxes they 
will be received at par and accrued 
interest up to and including the 
month in which such taxes are 
paid. Interest will no: accrue be- 
yond the maturity of the notes. If 
not presented in payment of in- 
comes taxes, they will be redeemed 
for cash under certain specified 
conditions at the purchase price 
paid for the notes. In other words, 
the taxpayer, if he redeems the 
notes for cash, gets back just Uie 
amount he paid. 

Complete inlormation about these 
Treasury notes, will be found in a 
Treasury Department Circular 
available at local banks. Federal 
Reserve Banks and branches, or 
Treasury Department, Washington. 
D C.

Gtes Need For 
Defense Housing 

Decent Homes For 
Workers Vital to War 
Effort, Says Randall 

All housing problems today cen- 
ter in the field of defense housing, 
Roland R. Randall, chairman of the 
Philadelphia Housing Authority, 
told members of the Community 
Health and Civic Association at 
their annual dinner held last 
Thursday night at Haverfdrd Court 
Hotel, Haverford. 

"It is of the ut lost importance," 
said Randall "that jur defense work- 
ers can find decent, safe and sani- 
tary places to live where they need 
them , when they need them and 
how they need them. How can we 
expect the little defense worker in 
the war industries, or the home 
builder who is trying to provide 
shelter for him, to answer this 
question? For this reason alone, 
the Government must help solve the 
defense housing problem as part of 
the overall defense effort. The first 
step is to determine the extent of 
the need: how many units are need- 
ed, where and when, how many of 
them can be built by private enter- 
prise and how many of them must 
be built by the Government, 

"Two things must be kept in 
mind," Randall emphasized: "Speed, 
speed and again speed is of the ut- 
most importance for our defense 
effort. Shortages of labor or large 
scale labor turnover is one of the 
dangers and providing the necessary 
housing facilities of our defense 
workers will avoid endangering pro- 
duction. 

"The other thing to remember is 
morale, A decent standard of life 
for every human being is an es- 
sential part of our democratic creed. 
If we succeed in preserving the 
standards which we have accom- 
plished in the past, during these 
times of stress, we preserve not only 
the morale of our own people, but 
we are setting, at the same time, 
an example to the entire world 
which in itself is an important step 
towards ultimate victory of the 
United Nations." 

At a business meeting prior to 
Randall's talk, Markley Stevenson. 
Haverford, was elected president of 
the Community Health and Civic 
Association, succeeding Frank C. 
Royer, Ardmore, who has been pres- 
ident for the past five years. Royer 
will remain on the board of di- 
rectors, but was forced to resign 
his executive position on account of 
increased defense responsibilities. 

The Rev. Andrew Mutch, paying 
tribute to Beyer's years of service, 
called attention to the steady 
growth of the organization and its 
efficiency in its community duties 
under his leadership. 

Re-elected as vice presidents of 
the Association were Mrs. J. Emotl 
Caldwell, Mrs. William T. Dickson, 
Mrs. J. Bennett Hill and the Rev. 
Andrew Mutch. William H. Mc- 
Creary, formerly the secretary, was 
elected a vice president, and Ben- 
jamin M. Fowler, Jr., was elected to 
succeed McCreary as secre tar y . 
Henry H. Perry will continue to 
serve as treasurer and Richard W. 
Ledwith as solicitor.

This hupe steel cylinder, man-hi^h in diameter, is not a siefje pan, but 8 110-foot long chamber in which 
telephone poles, piling railroad ties and building timber are treated to make the wood immune to termites, 
dry rot, dampness and decay. Weighing 90.000 pounds, it took three railroad flat cars to move the cylinder 
from the Downingtown Iron Works, where it was fabricated, to the new Keystone Wood Preserving Co., Inc., 
plant at Eddington. Pa., near Philadelphia. Under a pressure of 2">0 pounds to the square inch, a creosote 
solution is driven into pores of the wood which preserves and increases timber life indefinitely. Harold L. 
Reese is president of the company which, with its double plant facilities in Philadelphia and Eddington, is 
one of the largest on the Eastern seaboard. 

Reese lives in Wynnewood and is a past commander of the Bullock- Sanderson Post, American Legion, of 
Ardmorp.

$1,042,140 Assets 
at L M. Federal 

Shows Net Gain of 27 
Percent During Past 
Year 

Assets of the Lower Merion Fed- 
eral Savings and Loan Association j 
were placed at $1,042,140 in the As- j 
sociation's annual report released j 
this week. 
1 The report was prepared by L. A. 
Eppinger. president of the Associa- 
tion. 

Net gain of assets is reported as 
$225,812.45 or 27.6 percent for a 
twelve months period ending De- 
cember 31, 1941. 

Of the organization's assets $903,- 
447 are mortgage loans. New loans 
were made this year in the total 
amount, of $404,825, the largest 
year's disbursement of funds since 
starting business in 1936. 

The following three directors were 
elected at a meeting of the Asso- 
ciation on January 21: Irwin M. 
Jamison, Frederick H. Moore and 
Horatio L, Yocum. 

Declared the president in his re- 
port: 

"The money which you entrusted 
to your institution to be loaned to 
home owner borrowers has earned 
two dividends this year. On June 
30 ( a distribution of the major earn- 
ings of the first half of 1941 was 
made in the form of a dividend, 
credited on the share accounts of 
those who are saving regularly or 
periodically, and sent in the form 
of a check to those who have lump- 
sums invested for cash return. Again 
on December 31, the major earn- 
ings of the last half of 1941 were 
similarly distributed among the 
members. Altogether the year saw 
a total of $26,381.98 divided among 
persons with savings and invest- 
ments in this association. The reg- 
ular rate of dividend was maintain- 
ed and distribution made at the 
rate of 2*»% per annum. 

"This dividend distribution was 
made after the management had 
set aside a substantial sum to add 
to the reserves which bulwark your 
association. On the liabilities side 
of the financial statement, the re- 
serves for various purposes arc 
shown to total $123,003,98. They are 
set aside to absorb any losses which 
the institution may sustain in any 
future time, thus protecting tho 
share accounts of members.
